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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have amended their claims to limit A to be unsaturated alkyi group, thus obviating 35 
use 102 and103 rejections over FR'019. Another reference of relevant art is Rano et 
al(Tetrahedron Lett, 1 995, which teach structurally similar compounds as claimed in 
claim 15. However there are few differences. In the reference, Br is 4-substituted as 
against 3-F in herein. The compound in the reference is benzenepropanamide, whereas 
in herein it is 2, N dimethyl propionamide or 3,4, difluoro propionamide. There is no 
motivation to modify the reference structure to arrive at the claimed compounds, as the 
utilities are different, hence claimed compounds are patentable. Inasmuch compounds 
are patentable, process of making is patentable too. In re Ochiai 37 USPQ2d 1 127.
